FOREWORD 


Each year the San Francisco Art Association Annuals provide a review 
of prevailing styles and tendencies in art for the San Francisco public. 
They are open to all artists in the United States who care to submit, but 
the emphasis falls on the work of artists of the Bay Area. They can bring in 
their own work and can therefore risk the hazards of jury selection without 
being put to too much trouble and expense. The largest number of entries 
always comes from them. For those who are interested in local art develop- 
ments, the Annuals are thus always a valuable survey of what is currently 
being done here, alike by accepted leaders, veterans of many such exhibi- 
tions, and by newcomers who may be receiving their first important showing. 
The value of the juried Annuals is indeed that both groups have opportunity 
to come before the public on the basis of competition in quality. The few 
exhibitors from more distant points, selected from the small number who 
submit entries, represent stimulating variants from the local points of view 
and sometimes also interesting parallels. The extent to which art here shares 
characteristics of national and international movements, reaffirms the com- 
mon basis of all art today. 


The exhibition this year is not large, and it runs true in general to the 
usual percentages. The statistics from year to year are interesting. This year 
four hundred and six watercolors, temperas, gouaches, caseins and other 
media eligible for this Annual were submitted; sixty were selected. Bay 
Area artists account for thirty-six of the items exhibited. The prize winners 
illustrated furnish an index to the quality and variety of the works included 
in this year’s Annual. 


The Museum is happy to serve again as host to an Art Association Annual. 
It takes pleasure in presenting so good and so vital a report on art today 
to its visitors. It invites them to enjoy the exhibition, to esteem the achieve- 
ment of the artists who are included, and to appreciate the labor of the 
jurors, whose difficult and thankless task it was to select a worthy exhibition. 
It urges these visitors to remember that art exhibited in Museum galleries 
in an Annual has taken only the first step toward its goal: an honored place 
in a private or public collection. It hopes that some among these visitors— 
the more the better—will find in the exhibition works they desire, wish to 
live with and know well. To bring artists and clients together is after all the 
ultimate aim of all such exhibitions.
